The international application does not comply with the requirements of unity of invention because it does not relate to 
one invention or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. In coming to this 
conclusion the International Examining Authority has found that there are different inventions as follows- 



1. 



Claims 1-1 1, 20 are directed to a pump controller. It is considered that a metal substrate having a first side 
exposed to the fluid medium and an insulating medium applied to the second side, the insulating medium 
having a pressure sensing means and flow sensing means including a source of heat and temperature 
responsive element, the fluid medium providing a sink for the source of heat, switching means for the pump 
and processing means for receiving and processing data from the pressure and flow sensing means for 
producing and output for driving pump switching means comprises a first "special technical feature". 

Claims 12-19 and 21 are directed to a housing for a sensor substrate having a wet side and dry side in use with 
a fluid medium. It is considered that a main body for receiving the sensor with an opening for the fluid 
medium, a first chamber maintained substantially at atmospheric pressure, first sealing means between the 
opening and the sensor substrate arranged such that a leak path is provided to the first chamber, a closure for 
the housing including a second chamber exposed to the dry side of the substrate and a second sealing means 
between the closure and the first chamber to substantially prevent ingress of the fluid medium to second 
chamber comprise a second "special technical feature". 

Since the above mentioned groups of claims do not share any of the technical features identified, a "technical 
relationship between the inventions, as defined in PCT rule 13.2 does not exist. Accordingly the international 
application does not relate to one invention or to a single inventive concept, a priori. 
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
